Tue following tribute to the 
memory of the late General Sher- 
man and Admiral Porter is from 
the pen of Judge Goodwin of the 
Salt Lake Tribune:

Fight Before He Is Landed. 

Of course, the idea strikes one as 
rather tame, but when followed under 
the right conditions you will find excite- 
ment lurking around on all sides, as wel) 
as underneath. Shoal water fish, when 
taken with a hook and line, act much 
livelier than when they are in deep 
water, so that a ten or fifteen-pounder 
makes considerable fight before he is 
landed, says Forest and Stream. 

In the outfit, any kind of boat not 
likely to drown you will do, linen tautog 
lines, with rather small sized bass hooks, 
two on each line, with respectively 
twenty-four and thirty-inch snoods, 
sinker weighing three or four ounces’ 
In bait, fresh menhaden, herring, small 
fish, lobster or clams. Start in the 
evening, soon after daylight has gone 
and as soon as the moon is well up. Go 
from one-third to two-thirds as far from 
the shore as you would fish in the day- 
time. Keep the hooks about three feet 


from the bottom in from five to ten 
fathoms of water. There is a weird ex- 
citement in this kind of fishing found in 
no other. You hear the distant cry of 
the bittern and night heron, notice the 
phosphorescent trail made by some 
stray shark or big fish as he plunges 
by, watch the long ground swell, until 
it seems as if it were really alive, and, 
with the swash of the sea.on shore, you 
by this time have a mighty sharp bite 
from a cod, and he does not all resemble 
a log as you pull, but tries his best to 
get away until landed. 

During the fishing a spine dogfish or 
so investigates; then cUmes a peculiar 
kind of bite, and, as you look over, there 
is something alongside that reminds you 
of the mouth of an old-fashioned carpet 
bag with nails on end stuck around the 
edge; this is a goose or bellows fish, 
whose use, as yet, has not been found 
out. Now you think you have got fast 
to the bottom, but soon find it is a skate 
about four feet across, which comes up 
slowly in circles, having by prowling 
around got a hook in one of his numer- 
ous outer edges. Then, by fishing about 
half-way tothe bottom, you can catch 
quantities of frost fish or whiting. Cod- 
fish are more numerous inshore, and bite 
better during the night than in the day- 
tims. If, after you are through fishing, 
ve still wish for more excitement, just 
teh a sea wrong, or, rather, let it 
catch you right, as you land on the 
beach, and you will get enough in the 
next few seconds to last well into the 
morning.

ASHLEY AND JOURNALISM, 


The Last Admopition of a Brily 
Mast Man. 


Delos R. Ashley was the second 
Congressman elected in Nevada, and 
it is genera!ly conceded that he served 
his country well during the troublous 
times of reconstruction. He was cer- 
tainly conceded to be at that time a 
lawyer of sound attainments and hon- 


charge of every duty that he under- 
took. He served but one term in 
Congress, during 1867-8, and returned 
to Austin to re-enter his legal practice. 
In time he went to White Pine and 
finally to Pioche. There in 1872 he 
was overtaken with the malady that 
had threatened him for a long time, 
and which frequently ends-the career 
of brilhant men—softening of the 
brain. As none of his kin were with 
him, the members of the Pioche bar, 
with Harry I. Thornton taking an act- 
ive part, cared for him as tenderly as 
for a brother, and to secure the quiet 
needed and not obtainable in Pioche 
during those busy times, they sent 
him down to the little Mormon town 
of Panaca, where, at a home-like hotel 
there, they provided him with every 
comfort procurab'e. His brain was 
wandering and only occasionally did 
he seem conscious of his surroundings, 
but he never relapsed from the gen- 
teel and dignified deportment that had 
been the characteristic trait of 
his life. He would accept nothing at 
the hotel unless he paid for it, and 
while his friends sent a supply of 
choice imported cigars and fine liquors, 
they also provided him with money to 
pay for a'l he consumed. He passed 
the day in striding to and fro across 
the office, with his head inclined in 
deep thought, and rarely looking at 
any one. His friends sent for his 
wife, who he had not seen for many 
years. She come with their youngest 
daughter, then about sixteen years 
old, accompanied by a_ son-in-law, 
who had married an older daughter. 
He was then, and is yet, a prominent 
writer for the press, and noted for his 
ability, as he was also for his failure 
as a financier. The relatives were 
taken to Panaca, and ushered into 
Ashley’s presence by Colonel Thorn- 
ton. Ashley took no notice of the 
callers and kept pacing the floor, until! 
Thornton accosted him and said, 
“Mr. Ashley, your wife.’’ Ashley 
bowed with dignity, said simply 
‘‘Madam”’ and resumed his walk. 
When he recrossed the floor, Thornton 
presented his daughter, saying, ‘* Mr. 
Ashley, your daughter.’’ Again he 
bowed with dignified politeness and 
said only *‘Miss,’”’ and resumed his 
walk. On his return, ‘Thornton pre- 
sented his son-in-law. Ashley looked 
at him earnestly and said, ‘“‘Sir! May 
I ask what is your 
Pleased with the sign of reviving fac- 
ulties, and proud of his profession, the 
son-in-law answered, ‘‘Certainly, lam 
a journalist.’’ Ashley stood with his 
cane hanging by the crook over his 
arm, looking intently at him while 
answering, and when he ceased, Ash- 
ley raised his hand and impressively 
punctuating his words with his index 
finger, said “Sir! When 1 was a 
young man, I once followed that occu- 
pation for about three months; and 
sir, during that time I never come 
nearer starving to death in my life.’’ 
Turning upon his heel, he resumed 
his walk, lapsed into forgetfulness and 
took no further notice of any in the 
party. They took him to California 
and shortly afterward he died.

Northern Pacifie Earnings. 
A road whose record for 1890 will be 
examined with interest isthe Northern 
Pacific, whose earnings have been ob- | 
tained from official, sources. The 
gross earnings for the full year were 
$24,402,751, against $21,741,891 in 
1889, $18,060,103 in 1888, and $13,- 
854,103 in 1887. The net earnings 


1889, $7,046,171 in 1888 and $6,046,- 
172 in 1887. For the last six months 
of 1890 the net earnings of the North- 
ern Pacific, including the Wisconsin 
Central, were $7,634,584, an increase 
of $1,759,754 over 1889. The surplus, 
after paying all fixed charges, was 
$1,750,548, against $1,850,086 in 1889, 
a decrease of $199,545.

AH SIN'S ENGLISH. 
Some Facts 96 to the Chinese- Auer erican 


It is well known that the Chinese can 
not master the sound of the letter ‘‘r,” 

| put this has proved the rock on which 
| many professed writers of the Chinese 
| dialect have come to grief. They do 
‘not recognize the fact, says the San 
'Franeiseco Chronicle, that while John 
Chinaman can not make the ‘‘r” sound, 
he is fertile in expedients to avoid it. 
Two illustrations will show how. easy it 
is to blunder on this point. In an early 
edition of one of Bret Harte’s stories— 


.. | altered, we believe, in later editions— 


he makes a Chinese servant call him- 
self ‘“‘Ah Ri,” which is a mianifest im- 
possibility. His name would certainly 
have been ‘Ah Li,” for the initial “r” 
ieeeg: not only not come trippingly 
| from his tongue, but not atall. But in 
‘the same or another story he makes a 
‘Chinaman call his employer ‘Mr, 
| Fostel,” his name being Foster. Now, 
| no “Chinese person,” to quote the re- 
| striction act, would ever say ‘‘lostel.” 
He would soften the last syllable of the 
| name and call it ‘‘Fostah,” just as the 
‘name ‘“‘Porter” in his mouth would be- 
| “Potah,” very like the negro pronuncia- 
| tion| of the same word. 
| ‘The author of “‘A Summer in a Can- 
| yon” has given a very good example of 
| the difficulties of the Chinese with the 
She makes one of her 
heroines, a mischievous girl, select a 
reading lesson for the Chinese cook, 
who wants to learn English. The les- 
son is made up of such sentences as 
“The grass is green,” ‘“‘The rose is 
red” and the like. Of course they be- 
came in Hop Sing’s mouth ‘*The glass 
is gleen,” ‘“The lose is led” and so on. 
The whole scene is an excellent study 
in broken China and is commended to 
the ambitious Eastern writers who 
want totry their hands at English as 
she is spoken by the Chinese in Cali- 
| fornia. 
The letter “j” is another which pre- 
sents difficulties to John, which, how- 
| ever, he usually resolves by making it 
| into “‘ch.” It may be slightly exagger- 
ated to say that Chinese scholars in 
Sunday-school know the author and 
founder of the Christian faith as ‘‘Chee 
Cly,” but it is not very far out of the 
| way. An American in this city, an in- 
_terpreter of the Chinese language, 
whose given name is ‘‘Jerome,” is usual- 
ly known among the Chinese as ‘Chee 
Loam,” they, perhaps, imagining that 
that is all the name that belongs to 


| letter ‘‘r.” 


him. 

It should be noted, too, that the Chi- 
nese in California do not use the lingua 
franca called ‘“‘pigeon English,” which 
_is employed in China, Such an expres- 
sion as ‘‘My b’ong topside,” meaning: 
‘IT live higher up,” is never heard here. 
The Chinese in this State try to talk En- 
| glish, and some of them succeed fairly 
| well, although the ‘‘r” and ‘‘j” are too 
much for them. 

This is not an attempt at an exhaust- 
ive stndy of Chinese English, but rather 
a note of warning to ambitious dialect 

writers who have learned the dialect 
' from books. If they will but bear in 


| mind that “‘r’ does not become ‘‘l” un- 
sound,
